It  is  no  longer  an  occupation  at  which 
anyone  in  good  health  can  succeed. 

Many  boys  who  have  taken  the  courses  in  this  curriculum  see  the  import- 
ance of  college  training.  There  are  for  them  many  opportunities  for  employment 
in  specialized  professions  associated  with  agriculture. 


The  students  of  the  class  of 
1959  will  enter  many  different  pro- 
fessions and  occupations.  Some 
win  go  to  college,  others  will  es- 
tablish homes  after  graduation,  oth- 
ers will  get  jobs.  AU  wiU  be 
better  workers  and  better  citizens 
because  they  had  the  opportunity  to 
get  a  high  school  education.

AU  morning  we  heard  the  ring  of  Mr.  McKinney's  beU  over  the  public-address  system,  after  which 
he  would  proclaim  that  someone's  bus  was  going  to  leave. 

Almost  everyone,  including  me,  secretly  hoped  that  the  condition  of  the  roads  and  the  rain  would 
cause  school  to  be  dismissed. 

However,  after  lunch  our  apprenhension  of  the  situation  became  quite  grave  when  we  heard  classmate 
after  classmate  called  from  our  rooms  to  aid  their  parents  in  packing  their  possessions  and  evacuation 
their  homes. 

All  afternoon  bits  of  news  of  the  condition  of  the  levee  drifted  into  the  different  classrooms. 

At  three  o'clock,  the  siren  wailed,  signaling  all  firemen  to  report  to  the  courthouse.  Shortly  after 
this  warning  signal,  the  news  arrived  at  school  that  the  levee  had  just  broken,  causing  the  water  to  rush 
into  the  lower  part  of  the  valley.  School  was  then  dismissed. 

As  I  was  walking  home,  I  saw  trucks  and  cars  burdened  with  house-hold  belongings  hastening  to  and 
from    the  valley.    Arriving  home,   I   found  friends   of  our  family  nioving  their  furniture  into  our  garage. 

Daddy  arrived  home  about  six-thirty  that  evening,  weary  and  exhausted  as  a  result  of  assisting  fami- 
lies in  their  ill  fortune.  He  told  us  that  he  had  found  a  small  dog  stranded  on  the  platform  of  his  bulk  plant, 
and  had  put  it  inside  the  plant,  where  it  would  be  dry  and  harbored  from  the  rain. 

Throughout  supper  Daddy  and  I  hinted  to  bring  the  dog  to  the  house,  suggesting  that  the  water  might 
reach  the  poor,  defenseless  dog.  Mother  finally  consented  to  let  us  bring  the  dog  home,  providing  it  would 
be  put  in  the  basement.  Daddy  put  on  his  hip  boots,  I  grabbed  a  large  towel  and  a  flashlight,  and  we  hurried 
to  complete  our  rescue  mission.  Daddy  and  I  had  to  crawl  down  a  steep  hill  to  reach  the  plant,  since  the 
water  had  already  covered  the  road  leading  to  it. 

When  we  reached  the  little  fellow,  he  was  so  excited  to  see  us  that  he  jumped  into  Daddy's  arms. 
Daddy  handed  him  to  me,  and  I  hastily  wrapped  the  towel  around  him. 

When  we  brought  him  home,  Mother  made  us  keep  our  part  of  the  bargain  by  putting  him  in  the  base- 
ment.

Thursday  we  had  no  schooL  As  usual,  Mother  had  to  go  to  school;  and  daddy  went  to  work.  As  Mother 
was  leaving  for  school,  she  turned  and  said  to  the  dog,  "Poor  little  Black  Sambo,  at  least  you'll  be  dry 
today."  Our  dog  now  had  a  name  --  Sambo. 

Sambo  and  I  became  well  acquainted  that  day;  and  before  Mother  and  Daddy  came  home  that  evening, 
I  had  shortened  his  name  to  Bo . 

Thursday  evening  the  flood  waters  diminished  and  Brookville  began  to  clear  away  the  debris  of  the 
flood.

Brookville  and  Franklin  County  has  a  heritage  of  which  we  can  all  be  proud.  It  was,  therefore,  obli- 
gatory to  celebrate  in  some  fitting  manner  the  one  hundred  fifthieth  year  of  our  life  as  a  town  and  commun- 
ity. To  condense  the  story  of  those  weeks  and  months  from  late  November,  1957  when  the  first  faltering 
steps  were  taken  until  the  week  of  June  14th  to  21st,  1958  when  all  the  world  could  see  the  results  of  the 
untold  hours  of  work,  and  research,  and  thought,  and  pure  physical  labor,  is  impossible  within  the  present 
limitations.  Suffice  to  say  a  non-profit  corporation  was  formed;  a  very  capable  General  Chairman  in  the 
person  of  Frank  Otto  was  selected;  committees  were  set  up  with  specific  and  definite  duties  to  perform; 
money  was  raised;  the  John  B.  Rogers  Company  was  employed  to  direct  and  supervise  the  Pageant;  the 
public  was  invited  to  participate  and  the  "great  adventure"  was  under  way. 

All  organizations  within  the  County  that  were  asked  showed  a  willingness  to  help  and  all  persons 
co-operated,  both  by  actually  taking  part  either  as  a  member  of  some  committee  in  the  Pageant,  or  in  a 
substantial  financial  way.  This  applies  to  the  students  of  Brookville  Consolidated  Schools  for  without 
their  help  the  Sesquicentennial  would  not  have  been  the  very  great  success  that  it  was.  It  is  impossible  to 
name  all  the  students  taking  part  because  of  space  limitations.  The  following  faculty  members  co-operated 
in  some  way  to  the  Sesquicentennial  Celebration:  Charles  L.  Zuck.
